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Aud  it  it  only  wbun  Ohri.stianity  had  been  long 
established  and  druidism  had  become  a  thing 
uf  tbo  reinutt!  past,  that  we  hare  writers  who 
tipe:ik  of  the  druids,  and  then  only  refer  to 
them  as  magicians  and  diyiners,  sometimes 
only  as  conjurers  ;  there  is  no  hint  of  either 
philosophy  or  religion  in  Druidism.  They 
Burruuiided  king.s  and  chiefs.  The  power  of 
the  Xuatha  I)è  Danaun,  the  pre-eminent  mas- 
ters of  druidic  art,  over  the  forces  of  nature 
shows  them  to  have  been  det^raded  gods.  The 
Druids  opposed  (Jolumba  and  Patrick  with 
darkness.  A  blow  from  their  waud  caused 
transformation  aud  spells.  Their  .sacred  wood 
■  WHS  not  the  oak,  as  in  Uaul,  but  yew,  haw- 
thorn and  especially  the  rowan.  Divination 
by  watching  Miioke  aud  flame,  chewing  raw 
tlesh  (cf.  B^itiuti's  thumb),  &c.,  was  one  of 
their  chief  occupations.  Bards  were  some- 
tiuies  diviners,  thus  apparently  showing  an  an- 
cient connection  witli  the  Druids.  Sometimes 
we  hare  an  eclio  of  tlie  time  w  lien  Druidism  was 
something  more  than  mere  wizardry,  and  even 
when  human  sacrifices  were  offered  (for  ex- 
ample, theColumba  aud  Odliran  story.)  Prof 
Khys  sums  up  :—  At  the  time  of  Cccsar,  the 
Druids  were  a  powerful  class— soothsayers, 
magicians  and  priests.  In  Gaul,  under  the 
iniluence  of  Mediterranean  civilization,  they 
wore  also  philo.sophers,  aud  discoursed  on  the 
stars,  the  world,  the  nature  of  things  and  the 
power  of  the  godb'.  Khys  thinks  Druidi  in 
non-Aryan,  Mac  Bain  dacs  not. 

The  following  rKiiiarks  by  foreign  writers 
were  m'ide  while  druidism  was  still  practised 
aud  full  particulars  easily  obtainable.  The 
accuracy  of  lAvUn  writers  on  the  military  and 
domestic  arrangeiueuts  of  the  Celts  is  well 
known,  so  Ihr-ir  remarks  about  the  druids  are 
probably  r|uite  as  reliable. 

Dioilorns  Sicidun  calls  attention  to  the 
druidic  doctrine  that  the  souls  of  men  were 
immortal,  and  that  after  the  lapse  of  an  ap- 
pointed number  of  years  they  c!\me  to  life 
again,  the  soul  then  entering  another  body. 

Julius  Castar  says  the  Druids  were  occupi«}d 
with  religious  uiatteis,  conducted  public  and 
private  sacrifices,  and  interpreted  omens. 
They  were  ihi'  teaihers  of  the  country,  and 
judges  in  public  and  private  disputes,  award- 
ing damages  and  penalties.  Any  contumacy 
In  reference  to  their  judgments  was  punished 
by  exclusion  from  the  sacrifices— the  severest 
puuisiiuient  among  Qauls.  Men  so  puui.shed 
were  treated  as  outlaws.  There  was  one 
supreme  head  over  the  Druids,  who,  on  his 
death  was  succeeded  by  the  nearest  in  dig- 
nity, or  if  several  were  equal,  the  successor 
was  chosen  by  the  vote  of^the  Druids.  Some- 
times the  primacy  was  not  decided  without 
arbitrament  ot  arms.  Caesar  mentions  the  be- 
lief that  their  doctrines  originated  in  Britain, 
aud  were  carried  from  thence  into  Gaul.  The 
Druids  Wore  immune  from  military  service 
and  payment  of  tribute.  They  were  said 
during  their  training,  which  .<iometimes  last- 
ed twenty  years,  to  leuru  by  heart  a  large 
number  of  verses.  They  held  it  wrong  to  put 
their  religious  teaching  In  writing.  Their 
cardinal  doctrine  was  the  transmigration  of 
souls,  and  this  was  a  supreme  incentive  to 
valour,  by  making  the  fear  of  death  couut  for 
nothing.  Thoy  discussed  the  stars  and  their 
motio;is,tho  size  of  the  univer.se  aud  ihe  earth, 
the  nature  and  the  might  ami  power  of  the 
immortal  gods.  They  presided  at  the  human 
jMeritices,  whioh  might  be  public  or  private. 
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Cicfro  says  the  Druids  pos.scs.sed  knowledfc 
of  n.-vtural  science,  ami   foretold   the  future. 

Oritjfn  says  they  practised  sorcery. 

Strabo  refers  to  them  as  judges,  philoso- 
phers and  divines,  says  they  were  held  in  ex- 
ceptional honour,  and  mentions  their  belief  in 
immortality.  No  Kacrifioe  could  be  made 
without  the  preserce  of  a  Druid.  They  were 
in  great  request  iu  time  of  war,  being  ood- 
sulted  alike  by  the  euemy  and  those  oftbeir 
own  side.  Kv^n  when  two  armies  were  on  tiw 
point  of  going  to  battle,  Druids  hare  been  able 
to  stop  them. 

Lucan  refers  to  the  seclusiou  of  the  Druids' 
grovi's  and  thuir  belief  iu  immortality. 

Plini/  refers  to  thgir  reueration  of  the  mis- 
tletoe, and  the  tree  on  which  itgrew(ifajii 
oak.)  hence  their  predilection  for  oak-groves, 
and  the  requirement  of  oak-leaves  for  all  re- 
ligious rites,  lie  mentions  a  serpent-egg,  pro- 
duced from  the  frothy  sweat  of  snakes  writh- 
ing together  in  a  b^ill. 

Ammianiu  Marollinu*  says  they  were  close- 
ly link'.'d  together  into  confraternities,  and 
declared  the  soul  immortal. 

Cie.sar  includes  under  the  term  druid  all 
non-military  professional  clas.ses— whether 
priests,  seers,  teachers,  lawyers  or  judges.  To 
others,  drui<ls  are  philosophers  and  teachem, 
and  distinguished  from  seers.  To  others 
asain,  such  as  Pliny,  they  were  the  priests  of 
the  oak-ritual,  whence  their  name  was  deri- 
ved. - /?x(rnctv  from  art.  by  Dr.  Mae'ain  in 
C-Uic  .V(((/.

CU-J  guishiug  features  between  the  North  and 
South  dialects  of  Scottish  Gaelic  through  the 
occurrence  of  eu  or  ia  in  various  words,  are 
extracted  from  an  article  by  Rev.  C.  M.  Rob. 
ertson,  in  Celtic  Rfvieio,  Ortoher.  1906.  Most 
Gaelic  Grammars  and  Diotionaiius  say  that 
the  North  and  South  dialects  of  Gaelic  are 


di.stiiiguishable  by  their  respective  u.ses  of  eu 
and  ia  in  certain  words,  but  no  detailed  lint  t» 
ever  given. 

"  Dr.  MacBain  says  the  crucial  distinction 
between  ihe  two  main  dialects  of  Gaelic  con- 
sists in  the  different  way  in  which  the  dialei't^ 
deal  with  rf  derived  from  compensatory  length- 
ening— in  the  south  it  is  eu,  iu  the  north  ia. 
Another  characteristic  of  the  words  in  which 
this  change  is  found  is  that  their  original 
stems  ended  in  o  or  a.  Tliere  are  exceptìonfl, 
diawn  in,perhaps,by  the  inllueuce  of  analogy. 

The  vowel  that  changes  to  ta  iu  thn  north 
is  usually  written  eu,  but  it  occui-s  also  as 
ea,  ei  and  è.  In  southern  pronunciation  it 
generally  has  the  sonnd  that  is  called  o()en  e, 
and  that  resembles,  except  that  it  is  lung, 
that  of  e  in  English  let.  The  close  souud  e, 
like  that  of  e  in  English  whey  or  of  a  in  Eog- 
lish  fate,  occurs  occasionally  in  words  that 
have  to  in  the  north,  but  in  general  is  con- 
tined  to  those  words  in  which  diphiiiougisa- 
tion  is  not  found,  as,  beum,  ceum,  treuu, 
beud.  In  contact  with  nasals  diphtbongisa- 
tion  is  found  as  a  rule  only  in  those  iiisian- 
ces  ia  which  the  vowel  is  nasalised  in  the 
south,  e.g.  in  eun,  meur,  but  not  in  beum, 
treun.

In  Strathspey  and  in  Sutherlanrtshire  there 
are  fewer  instances  of  rf  than  in  Arran.  The 
only  words  showing  the  change  to  lo,  that 
are  not  known  to  have  è,  in  place  of  è,  in  some 
district  or  other,  are  ceud,  ceudna,  deug. 
feurlail,  feun,  geuban,  peiirtag,  reul,  reus,' U, 
and  reusan,  and  of  these,  three  are  borrowed 
words,  while  the  diphthongisatiou  of  at  least 
two  others,  feudail  and  reul,  is  local  and  ex- 
ceptional. The  association  of  the  change  to 
ia  with  the  open  sound  i  is  thus  very  close. 
The  tendency,  apparently,  wnen  tho  vowel 
happens  to  be  left  utidiphthongised  in  the 
north,  is  to  sound  it  i,  and  further,  the  vo 
wel  is  apt  in  such  cases  to  be  ^also  iu  Arran 
and  Islay,  but  <  in  Perth,  strathspey  aud 
Sutherland.  Beurla.  e.g.  is  beurla  iu  Arran. 
Islay,  North  Argyll,  part  of  Skye,  Noruh  In- 
Terness  and  West  Ross,  but  beurla  in  Perth 
andSutherlaud  ;  geug  is  geug  iu  Arran, Islay, 
part  of  Skye  and  Lewis,  but  geug  in  Perth, 
Stathspey  aud  Sutherland. 

The  vowels  that  are  subject  to  diphthongi- 
satiou are  arranged  in  the  following  groups  to 
show  the  occurrence  of  the  change  in  the 
southern  dialect,  in  Arran,  Islay  aud  Perth- 
shire, and  in  the  northern  dialect  in  the  fol- 
lowing districts  in  order.  North  Argyll  (Ap- 
pin  and  Sunart),  Skye  (Sleal),  North  luvei- 
ness-shire(the  Ainl.  south  aud  east  of  Beaulyi, 
West  Ross-shire,  and  Lewis.  The  pronuncia- 
tion given  in  MacAlpiiie's  Dictionary  is,  in 
general,  that  of  liis  native  island  atid  is  thir 
given   here  under  tlie  naiue   Islay.    The  ;il> 
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sauot)  \j{  a  word  from  the  list  for  any  particu- 
lar district  does  not  in  all  cases  imply  iion- 
diphtliongisatiou  of  the  vowel  in  that  dis- 
trict ;  it  may  mean  that  there  is  some  other 
alteration  on  the  word,  or  that  the  attempt 
to  ascertain  its  pronunciation  has  not  been 
attended  with  success.  Smeuraich,  for  ex- 
ample, is  smeòraich  in  Sutherland  and  Lewis. 
Feu^gan,  mussel;  fè,  aceUm;  and  muir-tèachd, 
ajelly-jUh,  (II.  iii.  below),  are  not  in  Dr.  Hen- 
derson's list  for  the  Aird,  and  were  unfamili- 
ar as  .-Vird  words  to  an  aged  farmer  from  the 
district.  Cè,  cream,  is  unknown  in  sevei-al 
districts,  uacbdar  or  bàrr  being  used  instead, 
and  smeur,  bramble,  is  unfamiliar  in  Lewis. 
Ueug,  branch,  no  doubt  owes  its  iion-diph- 
thougisation  in  parts  of  the  northern  Hebri 
des  to  its  disu.se  during  a  treeless  period  and 
its  subsequent  adoption  from  literature.  In 
West  Boss-shire,  giag  was  not  disused,  but  was 
degraded  during  the  treeless  period,  and  now 
means,  in  part  at  least  of  the  district,  a  stalk 
of  heather,  while  a  branch  of  a  tree  is  called 
meur  ('  miar  ').

Group  I.  contains  words  that  are  diph- 
thongised in  the  South  ;  all  have  ia  (or  iao) 
in  Perths;iire,  all  but  the  last  in  Islay,  and 
all  but  the  !a^t  three  in  Arran.  Mac.41pine 
Rives  '  a  clitìud  '  or  '  achiad.'  The  diphthong 
is  ia  in  all  tlie  instartcos   iu  Arran,  and  in 


Glenlyun  in  Perth.shire  ;  in  East  Perthshire 
and  iu  the  North  generally  in  those  words, 
with  the  exception  of  brèagh,  it  is  iao,  i.e. 
the  second  constituent  of  the  iliphthong  is  nob 
a,;but  the  Gaelic  ao  sound.  Ceudna  varies  ; 
'  ciaodua  '  N.  Argyll,  'cianda  '  N.  Inverness, 
West  Ross,  Sutherland,'  ciaont '  Lewis,  'ciao- 
daiun  '  East  Perth,  Strathspey,  '  ceunna  ' 
Arran,  '  ciaoiiua  '  bkye.  MacAlpine  gives 
'  cianna  '  and  apparently  '  ceudna.' 

In  addition, dreuchd,omitted  by  MacAlpine, 
has  ia  in  Arran,  and  earlais  and  reusan. 
Group  VI.  ii.,  have  lo,  the  former  in  Arran 
and  Islay,  and,  the  latter  throughout  Argyll 
and  in  West  Perth  ('  riaosan  '  in  N.  Argyll). 
Nèaraidh  (V.  ii.)  has  ia  in  Perthshire. 

Groups  I.  and  II.  i.  have  the  diphthong  in 
N.  Argyll,  Skye,  N.  Inverness,  W.  Ross  and 
Lewis  ;  Group  II,  ii.  in  N.  Argyll  et  seq., 
except  Lewis,  and  Group  II.  iii.  in  N.  Argyll 
et  seq..  except  N,  Inverne.ss.  Group  III.  tails 
to  be  added  to  the  number  in  Skye  and  on- 
wards, and  Group  IV.  in  N.  Inverness  and 
onwards.  The  words  in  V.  i.  ii.  and  iii.  all 
have  ia  in  N,  Inverness,  and  those  in  V.  ii.  in 
West  Ross  also.  Trèasg  in  N.  Argyll,  and 
sleuchd  in  Skye  have  ia.  Nèarachd  is  '  niar- 
achd'  in  N.  Argyll,  '  miarachd '  in  Skye,  and 
'  meurachd  '  according  to  MacAlpine  (sub 
n^arachd)  in  Argyll. 

The  words  of  VI,  i.  have  ia  as  follows  : — 
Eud  (  and  eudmhor,  '  iadar  ' )  càl-feurain, 
spleuc,  and  lèabag  in  N.  Argyll. 

Spleuc,  teuchdadh,  lèabag  and  trèan-ri- 
trèan  ('  trianaidh-trian  ')  in  Skye. 

Beurla  (' biaorla '  or  'biaolla'  so  also 
Lochbroom),  eud  ('iad '  in  Barra  also)'m'fheu- 
dail,  glens,  and  teuchdaidh  in  Lewis. 

'  Piata '  a  puny  child,  N.  Inverness  and  W, 
Ross,  has  been  explained  by  Dr.  Henderson 
as  a  by-form  ot  peata,  English  '  peo  '  ;  in 
Lewis  '  piatan  '  is  used  affectionately  of  one 
craving  for  a  drink. 

Eud  in  the  North  generally  means  zeal, 
while  jealousy  is  '  iadach  '  (in  Glenlyoa  'eud- 
ach  '). 

Diputhongisation  of  the  vowel  è  thus  ap- 
pears to  be  most  prevalent  in  the  centml 
Highlands,  and  somewhat  less  so  in  N.Argyll 
and  Lewis.  It  has  extended  strongiy  into 
Rannoch  which  breaks  away  from  the  rest 
of  Perthshire  in  this  respect,  and  is  sharply 
distinguished  from  Gleulyon  and  the  paiisa 
of  BLxir-AthoU,  bounding  it  respectively  on 
the  south  and  east,  and  is  in  tuU  force  in 
Badenoch  and  Strathdearn,  its  eastern  limits. 
On  the  other  hand,  Strathspey,  which  meuns 
in  local  usage  the  part  of  tne  valley  of  the 
Spey  below  Kothiemurchus,  and  lies  in  an  an- 
gle between  Badenoch  on  the  south-west,  and 
Strathdearn  on  the  north-west,  ditfers  from 
both  districts,  and  agrees  closuly  with  the 
South.  Far  north  Su.herlandshire  also, 
with  the  exception  perhaps  of  the  Assynt 
quarter  of  the  county,  claims  to  stand  with 
Strathspey  and  the  south  in  this  matter.  The 
words  in  which  ia  has  been  found  in  Strath- 
spey are  : — 

Ceud,  ceud,  ceudna,  Di-ceudain,  deug 
sgreuch,  brèagh,  sè,  ceutach,  seun. 

With  the  exception  of  the  two  last,  those 
words  are  diphthongised  in  Sutherlandshire 
— Creich,  Kildouan,  and  Strathy— and  with 
the  following  list,  they  exhaust  the  known 
instances  ot  that  vowel  change  in  the  south- 
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east  and  in  the  north  of  that  county  :—

Ceutacb  and  feusgau  have  the  diphthong  iu

in  Kildonan  and  Strathy.  Ceutacli  and  ceut- 
adh  apparently  are  diphthongiseil  by  aome 
speakers  and  not  by  others  ('  cèutach  '  and 
ceutu  ')  in  the  Stralhy  district. 

The  southern  è  of  beul,  neul,  and  sgeul  is 
changed  in  Sutherland,  not.  into  to,  hut  into 
a,  so  that  the  words  would  be  written  respect- 
ively, beàl,  nyàl,  and  sgeàl,  and  are  pronoun- 
ced ijyàl,  nyàl,  sgyàl.  Cial,  brim  o/  a  vnnel, 
is  also  chauKed  into  ccàl  in  Sutherland. 
Though  this  resembles  iu  the  result  Ihe  change 
in  Arran  uf  brèagh,  cè  cream,  crè,  gèadh,  and 
sè,  respectively  into  breagh  (brè  or  brya,  Mac- 
Alpiiw),  ceà,  creà,  geàdh,  sea  (br'à,  cyà,  era, 
gya,  shà),  it  is  no  duubt  to  be  compared  rather 
with  the  transference  iu  Gaelic  generally,  of 
the  pronunciation  from  ^  to  a  in  such  words 
as  geal,  ('  gyal,')  seal,  ('  shal,')<S.c. 

A  substitution  of  other  sounds  for  è  some- 
times occurs.  Lèabag  is  leòbag  ('  lyòbag  ')  in 
N.  Inverness,  W.  Koss,  Lewis,  and  Suther- 
land ;  feusag  is  feoaag  (fyòsag )  in  Suther- 
land ;  and  rèapach  is  reopach  iuN.  Inverness. 
Teuchaidh  vitcid,  in  N.  Inverness  tiachaidh, 
is  teaochaidh  in  Creich,  and  beuria  is  beaorla 
ill  Strathspey,  and  in  parts  of  .Skye  and  Le- 
wis. The  name  for  the  landrail— trèan-ri- 
trèan — is  traon  in  Lewis  and,  according  to 
MacAlpine,  in  Skye  ;  in  Ireland  it  is  traona, 
[but  pronounced  treviia,  iu  Wist  treona.] 

It  IS  not  an  unknown  thing  that  a  word 
should  come  to  have  two  pronunciations  ac- 
companied by  some  differentiation  in  mean- 
ing or  usage.  In  N.  Argyll,  Skye,  N.  Inver- 
ness, \V.  Uoss,  and  Lewis,  send,  when  it 
means  jewel,  is  '  sèud,'  but  when  it  means 
hero  it  is  '  siad.'  The  word  is  everywhere 
in  those  districts  familiar  in  the  latter  sense. 
As  sèud,  jewel,  it  is  not  at  all  so  frequently 
used,  and  may  have  been  adopted  from  litera- 
ture. Meud  is  undiphthongised  throughout 
Sutherland,  except  in  the  phrase  '  co  miad  ' 
how  much.  The  phrase  is  '  ce  miod  '  iu  Skye 
and  Lewis,  while  the  word  otherwise  is  both 
'  miod  '  and  '  miad  '  in  Lewis,  and  '  miad- 
achd  ■  in  Skye,  and  also  in  N.  Argyll.  Mac- 
Alpine  gives  'meud  '  and  '  miod.'  The  un- 
diphthongised form  of  deue  is  kept  in  Perth, 
Strathspey,  W.  Boss,  and  Lewis  in  '  da  uair 
dbèug,'  often  preceded  by  the  article  and  com- 
pre.ssed  '  an  da'r  'èug  '  the  twelve  o'clock  ;  in 
Sutherland  '  an  da'r  'iaog.'  In  Irish  '  dar- 
eug  '  means  twelve  persons. 

Similar  diphthongisation  is  found  in  Mun- 
ster  in  such  words  as  ceud,  deug,  eun,  feuch, 
feur,  and  also  in  words  in  which  it  is  un- 
icnown  in  Scotland,  as  breun,  eug,  treun,  and 
even  eudochas,  eudtrom,  light,  eugcòir,  injus- 
tice, eugiuhais  want,  and  others.  'To  Scot- 
tish Uaels  the  diphthongisation  of  eucoir 
and  eugmhais,  not  to  speak  of  eudochas  or 
aotrom  (for  eutrom),  seems  a  sheer  impossibi- 
lity, and  yet  it  is  found  with  us  in  the  word 
èasgaidh,  i.e.  eu-sgltb,  of  exactly  similar  for- 
mation."

[Miss  Eleanor  Hull'd 
Textbook  o/  Irish  Literature  says  "  The  file  is 
to  be  regarded  as  in  the  earliest  time:i  com- 
biniug  in  his  person  the  functions  of  maeici- 
an,  lawgiver,  judge,  counsellor  to  the  chief 
and  poet.  Later,  but  still  at  a  very  early 
time,  the  offices  seem  to  have  been  divide<l, 
the  brehons  devoting  themselves  to  the  study 
of  law,  and  the  giving  of  legal  decisions,  the 
druids  arrogating  to  themselves  the  superna- 
tural functions,  with  the  addition,  possibly, 
of  some  priestly  offices,  and  the  fili  them- 
selves being  regarded  henceforth  principally 
as  poets  and  phiio.sophers.  Tiiis  ilivisiou  seems 
to  have  already  existed  in  Ireland  in  the  time 
of  St.  Patrick,  whoso  preaching  brought  him 
into  constant  opposition  with  the  druids,  wno 
were  evidently,  at  that  time,  regarded  as 
the  religious  leaders  of  the  nation,  though 
there  does  not  seem  to  lie  much  sign  tnat  they 
were,  as  they  undoubtedly  were,  even  at  an 
earlier  age  in  Britain  and  Gaul,  sac  ificing 
priests.  We  have  already  spuken  of  the  be- 
lief in  trausmigration,  ^u  being  a  part  of  the 
early  mytholot;y  both  of  Britain  and  Ireland. 
It  is  to  be  uuderstood  that  the  Irish  pdgaii 
belief  does  not  exactly  correspond  with  (Jbb- 
sar's  observations  regarding  the  teacliing  of 
tue  druids  in  Gaul,  iu  the  pa|i;au  literature 
of  Ireland,  we  find  no  trace  of  a  belief  in  a  life 
after  death.  The  mortals  that  went  into 
Magii  Moll,  or  the  Irisii  pagan  Klysium,  did 
not  Ko  tuere  by  means  ot,  or  after,  death  ; 
they  went  as  visitors,  who  could  at  will  re- 
turn again  to  earth.  The  distinction  is  es- 
Kttntial.  Until  after  the  introduction  of 
Christian  teaching,  the  idea  of  a  life  after 
death  t>eeius  to  iiave  been  non-existent. 
Both  the  re-iucaruations  and  the  eutiance 
iuto  Magh  Mell  were  made  tlurlnp;  tue  cuu- 
tinuauce  of  mortal  life  ;  they  have  no  refer-

ence  to  a  life  beyoud  the  grave.  Outside  the 
sphere  of  the  ancient  mythology,  the  belief 
in  transmigration  is  found  also  to  persist  ;  it 
re-appears  in  semi-historic  times." 

Pomponius  Mela  speaks  of  the  druid  doc- 
trine of  immortality  in  Gaul,  but  says  no- 
thing as  to  the  entry  of  souls  into  other  bo- 
dies. He  cites  as  proof,  the  practice  of  burn- 
ing and  burving  with  the  dead  things  appro- 
priate to  the  needs  of  the  living.

[Gtoine-uaiL-druidh  was  in  high  esteem  a- 
mong  the  Druids.  It  was  one  of  their  di.-iting- 
ui.shing  badges,  and  was  accounted  to  po.ssess 
the  most  extraordinary  virtues  There  is  a 
passage  in  Pliny's  Natural  History,  book  xtx, 
minutely  de.scribing  the  nature  and  oroper- 
ties  of  this  amulet.  The  following  is  a  trans- 
lation of  it.  "There  is  a  sort  of  egg  in  great 
repute  among  the  Gauls,  of  which  the  Greek 
writer.s  have  made  no  mention.  A.  vast  num- 
ber of  serpents  are  twisted  together  iu  sum- 
mer, and  coiled  up  in  an  artificial  knot  by 
their  saliva  and  sliiue  ,  aud  this  is  oailed  the 
serpent's  egg.  The  Druids  say  that  it  is  toss- 
ed in  the  air  with  his.sings,  an.l  must  be 
caught  in  a  cloak  before  it  touches  the  earth. 
The  person  who  thus  intercepts  it,  flies  on 
horseback  ;  for  the  serpents  pursue  him  uutil 
prevented  by  intt'rveniu<<  water.  This  ecg, 
though  bound  iu  aold,  will  swim  ag.uast  the 
.Stream.    And  as  tue  magi  are  cunning  to  con- 


ceal their  frauds,  they  give  out  that  this  egg 
must  be  obtained  at  a  certain  age  of  the  moon. 
I  have  seen  that  egg  as  large  and  round  as  a 
common-sized  apple,  in  a  checjuered  cartilagi- 
nous cover,  anil  worn  by  the  Druids.  It  is 
wonderfully  extolled  for  gaining  law-suits, 
and  access  to  kings,  it  is  a  badge  which  ia 
worn  with  .such  ostentation,  that  1  knew  a 
Roman  knight,  a  Vocontian,  who  was  .slain 
by  the  stupid  emperor  Claudius,  merely  be- 
cause he  wore  it  in  his  breast  when  a  law- 
suit was  pending."  liuddleston's  edition  of 
Toland  gives  some  very  ingenious  conjectures 
on  the  subject  of  this  enigmatical  Druids' 
egg.  The  amulets  of  glass  and  stone,  which 
are  still  preserved  and  used  with  iuiplieic 
faith  in  many  parts  of  Scottish  Gaeldom,  aud 
are  conveyeil,  for  the  cure  of  diseases  to  a 
great  distance,  seem  to  have  their  origin  in 
this  bauble  of  ancient  priestcraft. — ♦♦]
